World gold price fluctuates 


‘DON (UPI). —- Mounting nervous- 
ine among gold gamblers about the out- 
come of Washington lobbying on the gold 
problem set the price of the metal swing- 
ing wildly in busy trading on the London 
market yesterday. 

Echoes of the views of U.S. Secretary 
of the Treasury Henry Fowler, opposing 
any guarantees of the free market price 
of gold, probably prompted the sudden 
burst of selling by speculators. This drove 
the price down to its lowest level. for 
three months in the biggest single drop 
since mid-June, dealers said. But no soon- 
er had the price slumped than buyers 
moved in again and brought it higher 
Spat markets reacted more 
smoothly to the news from the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (1.M.F.) gathering 
of world Finance Ministers and bankers. 

The carly selling spasm lopped $1.15 an 
ounce from the price of the metal, which 
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fell to $38.30 an ounce. This meant a fall 
of more than $2 an ounce in one week, 
At the afternoon seasion, the price boun- 
ced 60 cents an ounce higher again to 
$38.90. The closing quotation was $38.97 
an ounce. 

Ta Frankfurt, the price slide did not 
match the London retreat but declined 
to $39.00 from $39.50 and dealers sald 
trading was normal. Zurich reported that 
the gold price started out at $38.50 an 
ounce but then moved higher, to $88.875. 
The closing quotation in Zurich was 
$39.25 an ounce. 

A spokesman for one of the largest 
Swiss banks satd this was “quite normal" 
but he predicted the price would fall 
slightly on Thursday.

Eban-Riad talks 


UNITED NATIONS.—The U.N, Middle East peace envoy, Dr. Gunnar Jarring, 
is trying to arrange a meeting between Israel's Foreign Minister, Mr. Abba Eban, 
and Egypt's Foreign Minister, Mahmoud Biad, reliable sources reported here 
Yesterday. I¢ was understood that Mr. Eban was ready to confer with Riad, and 
that an answer wag awaited from the Egyptian Minister. 


Mr. Hban met Britain's.U.N. delegate, 
Lord Caradon, on Tuesday and dis- 
cussed efforts at finding Middle East 
peace. He also saw the Rumanian and 
Mexican Foreign Ministers. Mr. Eban had 
conferred on Monday with U.S. Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk. 

The Middle East was expected to come 
up in private talks between Mr. Rusk and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andret Gromyko, 
who is also attending the opening meet- 
ings of the General Assembly session. 

‘Mr..Rusk conferred privately with Dr. 
Jarring on Tuesday. The two met for 
breakfast as part of Mr. Rusk's intensive 
dipiomatic cansultations on the Middle 
East and other world problems, 


STRESS ON JARRING 

Informed sources said the central point 
of Mr. Rusk's talks so far hag been that 
Dr. Jarring should be the main channel 
for peace negotiations. 

He also has been atreésing two other 
main points: any settlement must be 
worked out between Israel and her uelgh- 
bours, rather than be imposed from the 
outside; and that the present session of 
the General Assembly is an opportune 
time for negotiations. 


Mr, Rusk this week had a 9+-mioute 
meeting with Jordanian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Rifai, The Jordanian Minister said 
afterwards that he and Mr. Rusk had 
reviewed the situation in the Middle 
Bast and discussed various aspects of the 
erlsis, He declined ta πὸ into details, and 
specifically denied that any mew peace 
plan was discussed. 


IDEA NOT ENTERTAINED 

Asked about the possibility that he 
might take the opportunity to meet Mr.

“We have given him a reply," sald Mr. 
McCloskey. Assistant Under-Secretary of 
State Nicholas Katzenbach had discussed 
the Kosygin message with Mr. Dobrynin. 
“For our part we strongly believe in the 
necessity to support Ambassador Jarring’s 
efforts to promote agreement among the 
parties on a peaceful settlement based on 
the terms of the resolution of the U.N. 
Security Council.” 

U.S. Secretary of' State Dean Rusk 
told the U.N. General Assembly yester- 
day that “a small and precious momentum 
towards peace" now exists in the Middle 
East. He urged the leaders In the area 
to seize this opportunity. Speaking on the

Mr. Rusk reaffirmed his Government's 
“complete support” for the Security Coun- 
cil decision of last November which 
launched the Jarring mission. “Here, 
as in every. conflict, the first prerequisite 
of progress is that the parties to the 
conflict summon the wil to settle their 
differences by peaceful means. If such a 
will exists, the parties can free them- 
‘elves from sterile arguments over proce- 
dure and begin to exchange views on 
the issues that divide them. In the flexible 
spirit of true negotiation. they can find 
ways to accommodate their respective 
claims. 

“And what is equally vital, they can 
make the necessary efforts with the help 
of the U.N. machinery on the spot, to 
avoid further incidents of violence... 
which can all too easily pass beyond con- 
trol and destroy the atmosphere for 
negotiation.” 

Mr. Rusk made no reference to the 
Soviet proposals for the Middle East, nor 
to any other peace formula, 

Brazilian Foreign Minister Jose de 
Magalhbaes Pinto said that the Middle 
East arms race, if allowed to go on 
unchecked, “can lead to a new conflagra- 
tion of unpredictable consequences."

Mulele returned to the Congo through 
neighbouring Congo-Brazzaville last week- 
end, apparently under the impression that 
he would come under an amnesty pro- 
claimed last month. 

But President Mobutu told a mass meet- 
ing Jast night that the amuesty applied 
only to political prisoners... “not to war 
criminals.” 

Information Minister, Jean Jacques 
Kande, said last night that Mulele had 
been arrested pending trial. 

President Mobutu's announcement took 
observers by surprise. Foreign Minister 
Justins Marie Bomboko brought Mulele 
back from Brazzaville in President Mobu- 
tu's own boat. He said on arrival that 
Mulele had decided to rally to the Con- 
golese Government as he felt he defended 
the ideals of the First Congolese Prime 
Minister, Patrice Lumumba. 

Mulele led the rebellion in Kwilu pro- 
vince, one of the sries of bloody revolts 
which shook the Congo in 1963-64. In all, 
Some 100,000 Congolese and 500 Euro- 
peans are believed to have died in the 
monthg of bitter fighting along most of 
the Congo's eastern areas.

Many Philippine’ spokesmen, from the 
President down, promise-that they will 
not seize Sabah by force but only want 
an amicable solution to thelr dispute 
with Like Premier Chou En- 
lais pledge that China will never be 
the first to use the atom bomb, these 
assurances are worth little. The men who 
utter them — even if sincere — may not 
be in power tomorrow and have alxeady 
shown that they cannot control their 
own hotheads. ee 


Mutiny on Corregidor 


A recent mutiny on the island of Cor- 
regidor revealed that Filipino guerrillas 
were belmg trained there secretly for 
armed infiltration into the Malaysian State. 
One Congressman has declared that “a 
privately-organized group of Filipinos could 
take Sabah in 72 hours.” A. Senator has 
Spoken of sending warships and the chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
in the House of Representatives has em- 
phasised that the new Act will entitle 
Phtlippine ships, “to use the waters off 
Sabah and to resist any move by Ma- 
laysia to seize them." The Defence De- 
partment in Manila has now announced 
that it will hold war games in Novem- 
ber. The dangers are obvious. 


It fs generally agreed that the Philip- 
pine claim to Sabah is legally dubious and 
morally indefensible, but Manila pursues 
it with familiar sophistries that must 
raisa smiles of pleased recognition in 
Peking. And Httle wonder. The entire 
relationship between the “anti-Commu- 
fiist” Powers involved — Malaysia, the 
‘Philippines, the United States and Bri- 
tain — has been curdled by the current 
squabble. The Malaysians are incensed 
against the Filipinos and the Filipinos are 
furious not only with Malaysia and Bri- 
tain, but also with the Americans for 
remaining officially “impartial” and con- 
firming their earlier recognition of Ma- 
lJaysia'’s present frontiers which include 
Sabah, The Maoist press in Hongkong 
is therefore already urging them to turn 
the whole business junto a struggle with 
Washington for “independence and na- 
tional sovereignty.” 


Furthermore the flare-up between two 
neighbouring States with which Canberra 
wishes to be friendly throws into strong 
relief the arguments of those Anstralians 
who ara urging their government to cut 
all military conimitments in this turbu- 
lent and unrewarding sub-continent, But 
the main long-term dividend for the Mao- 
ists is the damage done ¢o the delicate 
18-month-old Association of South-East 
Asian States (ASEAN). 


Dependence on West 


All responsible observers beleve thet 
the future safety of South East Asia 
must not depend on promises of protec- 
tion from friendly Weatern Powers, but 
on regional cooperation among the coun- 
tries of this sub-contmment. And a modest 
beginning has been made. ASEAN em- 
braces Malaysia, the Philippines, Singa- 
pore, Thailand, and Indonesia and at its 
ministerial conference in August member- 
States agreed to set up permanent ho-

dies to work on plans for joint enter- 
prises in such fields as shipping, fisheries 
communications, food production, tourism 
and aviation and to study the pessibility 
of establishing an ASEAN Development 
Fund. 


Most see ASEAN primarily 35 an eto- 
nomic alliance which will fight Com- 
maunist subversion by streamlining the 
business of the region and raising the 
living standards of the millions above the 
waterline of Maoist persuasion. But several 
leaders regard the phase as the fore- 
runner of a future mutual defence sys- 
tem. The Filipinos themselves have heen 
forecasting not only the creation of a 
Common Market that would grow out of 
their own scheme for an Asian Payments 
Union, but also the development of “mi- 
litary muscles" for ASEAN. That pros- 
pect has now disappeared into the limit- 
less distance ahead.- 


There are some signs that muderation 
may prevail, however. A summit meeting 
between President Marcos and Tengku 
Abdul Rahman of Malaysia may still be 
arranged. Officials in Manila have repeat- 
edly pointed out that the Philippines Con- 
stitution renounces war as an instrument 
of National poHcy and quibbling Senators 
assert that the annexation ‘of Sabah is 
Dot 8 reality but merely a documentary 
adjustment to support their existing claim. 
It can therefore be argued that up to 
now, unlike China, the Philippires has 
only tried to play the paper tiger. At 
least the Republic seems to know its own 
limitations,

For a Russian, a beginner's grant is 
30 rubles (about 11,190) a month, and 
for a foreigner, ΤῸ roubles (about IL275). 
Students getting good marks are paid 
progressively more, which seemed a very 
faw system to me. Zt is almost impossible 
to live on 30 roubles a month. Most

Son entering. In centres of higher educa~- 
tion, places are limited, thus preventing 
the overcrowding from which some west- 
ern Universities suffer. 

Prospective students Must sit for ἃ com- 
petitive examination, and the “most gifted” 
go tc the specialised colleges (for lan- 
guages, physics, engineering, etc.) which 
ave a better reputation than the univer- 
sity and which may be compared to the 
Grandes Ecoles in Wrance, I have been 
told thet in the Baumansky Institute for 
Physics, for example, there are More than 
80 candidates for each available place. 
Those having passed the entrance exami- 
mation have the right to a bed in a re- 
idence hall and a grant, Living conditions 
in residence halls and the amount of the 
grant vary in accordance with the subject 
studied and the performance of the stu- 
deni. 

The famous Lomonosov University has 
one of the best student residences, situat- 
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ed high on the Lenin hills with a won- 
derful view over the River Moscova; it 
was from there that Napoleon watched 
‘Moscow burn. In addition to a museum on 
the 29th floor and two or three faculties, 
thig 20-storey building houses some 15,000 
students and is a world apart with its 
‘own post office, switmning-pool, restau- 
rant and gymnasium (which struck me as 
somewhat small since it can accommodate 
only 100 persons). 

Outside, this building is entirely of 
brick and looks like a fantasy. by a Vien- 
mese pastry-cook, and within Ilke a Kaf- 
Kkaesque nightmare with kilometres of low- 
celiinged corridors. It is built in the form 
of a cross, and it is easy to lose oneself 
inside. Whenever I visited it, I saw an 
,astounding number of children and old 
“women wandering in the corridors, and it 
is obvious that despite the watch kept 
ton the doors many people live there il- 
ylegally. Although it was built in the 1950s 
and there is an excellent fumigation sys- 
“tem, not even this building is free from 
‘the well-known plague of Moscow; tara- 
kani and kKlopi (cockroaches and bugs). 

Most foreign students live in this re- 
isidence, as there are individual rooms ‘and 
it ls one of the few places where the rule 
of nine square metres per inhabitant is 
not applied. In Lenin; I heard of resi- 
dences where there are nine students per 
room, and a friend of mine was in a re- 


students must, therefore, work and they 
are given every facility. to do so. I never 
heard of a student who had difficulty in 
finding work. 

In addition to the usual lectures, there 
are compulsory classes (once or twice 
a week) on Marxist theory, Leuinist 
dislectics, the history of the communist 
party, εἰς, which most students attend 
apsthetically. These are subjects which 
ta one takes seriously, which because of 
‘thelr boring nature everyone tries to 


forget as soon as possible after the . 


exams, hut in which ail more or less 
believe, in particular in a diseussion, he- 
cause they have nothing else to believe 
in and no other argumentg to remembe-. 
Their attitude to every-day life ig must 
often camplete nitilism. 

In addition to these tieoretical courses, 
there are other practical and compul- 
sory para-military ones, conducted by of- 
ficers of the Soviet Army which involve 
special training in case of atomic at- 
tack, and in anti-aircraft defence and 
guerrilla warfare, etc. A student of Spar- 
ish will learn the Spanish name for

arms depot in the cellar of each univer- 
sity centre and cach student hag a place 
ascigned to him in case of war. 


Illegal discount 
charge against 
four airlines 


WASHINGTON (AP). The enforce- 
ment bureau of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board has alleged that four forelgn alr- 
lines, including El Al, have been offering 
illegal discounts to favoured shippers of 
cargo. 


The director of the bureau, Mr. Ro- 
bert Burstein, told the board that there 
were reasonable grounds to believe that 
provisions of the Federal Aviation Act 
had been violated by Alr India, El Al, 
Swissair and Olympic Airways. 


(An El Al spokesman in Tel Aviv said 
the airline has no knowledge of any in- 
¥estigation into its affairs by the Civil 
«eronautics Board.) 

He charged that by means of false 
classifications of commodities, the four 
airlines had improperly granted discounts 
ranging from 13 to 58 per cent to certain 
alr frelght forwarders. The bureau 
charged also that Alr India, El Al and 
Swissair had granted 5 per cent re- 
hates, in the pulse of cargo commissions, 
to certain freight forwarders although 
such commissions were prohibited. 

Air freight forwarders are companies 
ar individuals which assemble vartous 
small cargo shipments into large lots 
to take advantage of the lower freight 
rates thus made available.

= Sernsalem Tost Reporter 
turbo-train will start running this year 
between Boston and New York at 
110 mph. The speed may iater rise to 
160 m.p-h. Drawn by Pratt and Whitney 
jet turbo-jet engines, it is built of gleam- 
ing aluminium, with windows and doors 
flush-fitted to rounded sides. 

The interiors are modern as a jet Liner, 
but roomier.

Thia spells an attempt by U.S. railways 
to regain their place in passenger trans- 
port, as’ jammed highways slow motor 
traffic, and journeys to and from alr- 
ports take longer than the flight. 

The British are working on what they 
cat the Advanced Passenger Train 
(APT), and hope to have it in service be- 
tween Lotidon and Newcastle by 1972. 
The APT is to do 150 mph. without 
changing ‘the existing track. since this 
would cost a Int of money. Five years of 
research have gone into problems of sus- 
masion. Powered by a Rolls-Royce jet en- 
gins, the APT wil} have a roll control 
system 80 that, when taking a corner. the 
train will bank over at the correct angle. 


Since the track is not banked, the train 
will sway instead. aided by a hydraulic 
jacking system. so that discomfort to the 
passengers will be avoided. i 
Windows, double-glazed, will be sealed, 
with full air-conditioning. A: testing sta- 
tien in Vienna, is now studying, with 


‘ the aid of funds from the International 


Union of Railways (to which Israel be- 
jongs}, What is the right temperature for 
passenger trains. High speed demands 
better signalling controls. A specialist in 
vesearch at British Rallways explains: 


"Basically, we place in the track 
two conductors between the rails, with 
a current flowing through them, This 
conveys no information other than that 
the wires are there. Suppose now that 
you cross the wires over. It is possible 
to detect electronically that those wires 
have been crossed over. The significant 
Point is that the wires could be cross- 
ed over at regular intervals, so that. 

- by counting the number of cross-overs, 
you count the distance that the train 
has travelled. és 


“By adding cails and other simple 
electronic eguipmest to feed sinilar 
‘pparatus on the train, you can get 

. a2 enormous amount of information 
which, for the first time, opens up an 
era of complete train control."

Assis sells more juice and makes more profit

ANTE could have expected that Assis — ;

be little affected by the economic recession. 
Actually it did better than that. Even in 
ifg6 Ita sales advanced 6 per cent (though 
wxpurts remained stationary), and it was 
3016 to maintain its profit margin, while 
Wei was one of the best in the company's 
tistory. Currently the company is on thé 
verge of a new expansion. 

Perhaps most significant ts the fact that 
Assis’ local sales increased 11 per cent 189: 
year compared with 9 per cent in 1966), 
while exports soared 25 per cent tn 
doller terms. and over 30 per cent in terms 
of Israel currency, and now account for 
almost one half of thy: tutal production. 
Though no details are disclosed concerning 
Ue Drexkdown of focal sales, one may 
Oresume that the takeover of Ardi Lid. in 
1965 has strengthened Assis’ ccinpetitive 
Josition in the home market both hy in- 
reusing the range und volume of products 
Mfered by the company, and hy making it 
nore exible In case of changing cir- 
cumstances, It is therefore the more re- 
‘arkable that sales abroad have heen lesd- 
ag in the recent sales expansivno. 

Doubtless this was partly due to a more 
unple supply of citrus fruit, the company's 
“win raw material for production of juices 
ind canned fruits, Compared with the 
quantities supplied in the 1985-66 season, 


deliveries in 1966-67.increased 30 per cent, 
and in 1967-68 a full 80 per.cent. However, 
other redsons must also have contributed 
to the above trend. The company hes ex- 
anded info_pew’, jines οὐ production. It . 
bas developed ‘canning of tomatoes and 
apricots on a substantia) scale (mainly for 
abroad), and following an encouraging 
start it is now about to establish a separate 
division for producing natural citrus juices 
in a new special glass container. Obviously 
exports have become a money spinner, 
Justifying “substantial investments in ma- 
chinery and equipment.” 


The remarkable thing is, of course, that 
this comes at a time when the company. 
complains about the new protective tariff 
of the Common Market including a tax 
On sugared squashes. “As a result, our ex- 
pert capacity of squashes, especially to 
West Germany, was badly hurt. In order 
to compete with producers located in the 
Common Market countries, we were com- 
felled to reduce our prices substantially,” 
the past annual report states. But acquisi- 
tion of new techniques and development 
of new products have proved more impor- 
tant than reliance on traditional lines and 
outlets. That the company is sof ὍΡΟΣ 
further diversifying its production is evi- 
denced by the recent acquisition of control 
of “Man” fish conserves industry, which 
owns two plants (at Eilat and at Acre). 

Assis plans to develop one of them as a 
base for processing tuna fish (from the 
Red Sea and the Indian Ocean), incidentally

While Assis’ sales increased 20 per cent 
in 1967, ils gross profit advanced τὸ per 
cent, fopping 1L0.5m. Of the net (after 
tax) .profit, only 40 per cent has been. re- 
quired for the company’s traditional 6 per 
cent cash dividend, which is again ac- 
companied by the 10 per cent share bonus. 
This dividend policy has been maintained 
by the company consistently since 1959 
{in 1962 and 1963 the share bonuses were 
even bigger), and a3 a result of it both 
the holdings and the dividend income of 
the company’s shareholders have of course 
Progressively increased. 

Over the past ten years a shareholder 
who initially acquired Assis. shares of 
1100 at par received 175.50 of cash di- 
vidends plus IL255 (nominal) worth of 
bonus shares, while. the share’s market 
quotation meanwhile doubled. Nevertheless, 
Assis has been earning enough for its 
steadily rising share capital. Its average 
net profit per share averaged 12 per cent 
in the past four years. It averaged stil! 
9 per cent om the company’s net worth 
in the same period. . 

Whether this policy will -be maintained 
also in the future will depend of course 
on the company’s profitability, but partly 
also on its financial requirements for the 
planned expansion and transfer of the Assis 
plant from its present site to a new location 
at Giv’at Shmuel, where an erea of 124 
dunanis has been secured by the company 
(pending the authorities’ approval of con- 
verting the land from agricultural to in- 
dustrial use). 

In 1967 provision for depreciation and 
profit balance were more than enough for 
financing Assis’ investment programme (of 
TLA.6n.}. However, the project envisaged 
on the new site, coupled with other invest- 
ments, may well tax the company’s re- 
Sources beyond what it can realise by dis- 
posing of redundant assets. Though long- 
term credit will probably be resorted to, 
an increase.of own means may also become 
necessary, and to that end eventually a new 
share issue. 
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INCE profits are rising in the 
ΜῈ Ieraeli economy this year (an 
increase of IL300m.-100m. has been 
_ Mentioned), Mapam proposes that 
wages be raised by 10 per cent for 
workers in the production sector.

The most active wage de- 
mand at this moment is by the 
dockers, who are not production work- 
ers; nor are the post office sorters 
who went on strike recently. It will 
be hard to persuade trade unionists 
that a man making plastic toys for 
the local market is entitled to a 
wage rise, but the transport and ho- 

- tel workers who make dollars out of 
tourism must continue to observe 
the wage freeze, because they deal 
in services. 

The immediate impact of Mapam's 
Wage proposals would be to swell 
consumer expenditure by 1.5 to 2 

τ per cent. As Israel's resources are 
fully deployed, this is sufficient to 
push the price index up by the 
extra two or three points that would 
precipitate a new increment in the 

-Living allowance. As soon as 
prices rise, savings will fall (back 
to their level- three years ago, be- 
fore the mitun, or recession), adding 
more funds to the consumer spree. 

Meanwhile, the Government has its 
own plans for tightening the screw. 
Tariffs are due for a cut in January, 
in order to make business difficult 
for marginal enterprises.

Product development work is restricted 
in Israel. There are few developmen scien.

The ASSPC should belong to the Gov- 
ernment, with some outside stockholders, 
and should be situated in Jerusalem, be- 
cause the Hebrew University hes the larg- 
est of jal consultants.

TRE American company Astrotex (turn- 
over $10m.) is ready to market between 
$im. and $3m. a year of knit goods from 
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the capitalist is inelastic. A man who 
owns a factory will not change his 
living standards appreciably as the 
profits of his enterprise rise or fall. 
What he will change is his invest- 
ment, methods. Better profits this 
year have improved the capital struc- 
ture of business companies. They 
borrow Jess. and plow in more of 
their own funds. Smaller profits 
mean more borrowing --- and inci- 
dentally, higher interest rates. ow- 
ing to the bigger demand for loans, 
also because Jenders will want a 
better return to offset price infla- 
tion. 

Prices could remain stable either 
if production is eut, creating un- 
employment. or if the trade deficit is 
widened, pumping more ‘goods to 
meet the acerued purchasing power. 
Israel will, be back in the classic 
dilemma she is trying to escape. 
Either the Government offsets in- 
fiation, causing unemployment (as 
during the mitun), or it preserves 
full employment by running down 
the foreign currency reserves (as 
before the mitun). 

Mr. Sharef's tariff-slicing policy is 
a better method of attacking easy 
profits than Mapam's wage grab, 
as trade union chief Yeruham Me- 
shel hinted recently. Lower tariffs 
put high-cost firms out of business, 
and switch resources to low-cost ip- 
dustries.

Wage promotion comes not when 
profits increase, but when the for- 
eign currency reserves increase.

Eco- 
nomists, usually spoil-sports, should 
be urging German works committees 
to make wage demands, because re- 
sources are there to feed it. The 
German Minister of Economic Affairs 
has told his trade unionists that 
they should bid for a 6 per cent 
increase in the coming wage nego- 
tiations.

Record month 
for immigration: 
4,000 arrive

Some 4,000 new immigrants came to 
Israel during the month of September, 
making it the peak month for aliya since 
1965 when the cumber of inunigrants be- 
gan to decrease. This was revealed last 
aight by Mr. Aryeh Pincus, Chairman of 
the Jewish Agency Executive and Head 
af its Aliya Department. 


The monthly average of immigrants in 
recent months was 3,000, and fruition 
of the plans for αἷμα of entire groups 
of professionals, such as engineers, scien~ 
tists and teachers are likely ta tmprove 
even on the September peak figure in 
the near future, Jewlsh Agency officials 
predicted. 

The U.S. with 800 immigrants repre- 
sents the Jargest single group among the 
people who came here during September. 
The 4,000 also include some 500 from 
France, 170 from Britain, with the rest 
having come from various other countries.
